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GALLIENUS:  his  times  & his  coins!

Publius  Licinius  Egnatius  Gallienus,  known  to  history  as 
Gallienus,  was  Roman  Emperor  from  253  to  268  A.D.  The 
son  of  Valerian,  he  was  made  co-emperor  shortly  after  his 
father's  ascension  to  the  throne.  Gallienus  served  suc- 
cessfully as  commander  of  the  Rhine  frontier  and  was  sub- 
sequently entrusted  with  the  administration  of  the  western 
provinces  when  Valerian  left  Rome  for  the  East  to  deal 
with  a mounting  threat  from  Persia.  Valerian  was  captured 
by  the  Persians  and  eventually  died  m horrible  captivity 
and  as  a result,  Gallienus,  who  made  no  attempt  to  secure 
the  release  of  his  father,  remained  as  sole  master  of  the 
Roman  world,  having  served  seven  years  as  co-emperor. 

The  Empire  was  showing  clear  signs  of  disintegration  as 
Gallienus  assumed  control.  The  authority  and  prestige 
held  by  the  central  government  disappeared  in  the  wake  of 
great  plagues  and  famines,  widespread  invasions,  and  in- 
ternal revolts.  So  many  generals  revolted  against 
Gallienus  that  this  particular  time  in  history  is  known  as 
"the  reign  of  the  Thirty  Tyrants".  Much  of  the  Roman  East 
fell  to  an  usurper,  while  Gaul,  Britain,  and  Spain  came 
under  the  control  of  Postumus,  the  commander  of  the  Rhine 
legions,  who  ruled  these  provinces  as  a separate  empire 
for  fifteen  years.  These  rebels  ruled  with  virtual 
autonomy  and  maintained  order  better  than  the  imperial 
forces. 

Despite  the  problems  of  his  age,  Gallienus  still  appears 
to  us  today  as  a strong  and  wise  ruler.  He  fought  vic- 
toriously against  many  of  the  enemies  of  the  Empire,  yet 
found  time  to  enjoy  and  patronize  philosophy  and  liter- 
ature. Gallienus  even  promoted  a transient  revival  of 
classical  art.  He  reformed  the  civilian  administration 
in  the  west  of  the  Empire  and  issued  the  first  edict  of 
toleration,  which  recognized  Christianity  as  a permitted 
religion,  ordered  property  taken  from  Christians  to  be 
returned,  and  allowed  Christians  to  use  their  places  of 
worship  and  their  cemeteries.  This  tolerance  is  probably 
due  to  the  religious  revival  which  occurred  during  the 
third  century  as  a result  of  the  upset  condition  of  the 
world  at  that  time.  Gallienus  is  described  as  a man  of 
courage,  intelligence,  and  culture  who  was  out  of  place 
with  the  bloody  times  in  which  he  lived.  His  genius  and 
nobility  were  overcome  by  the  evil  of  the  age:  he  was 

unable  to  halt  the  disintegration  of  the  Roman  Empire. 

Gallienus  was  assassinated  in  his  fiftieth  year  along 
with  his  wife,  Salonina,  at  the  siege  of  Milan  in  268 
A.D.  Since  Gallienus'  two  sons  had  proceeded  him  in 
death,  Claudius  II  Gothicus  came  to  power  and  was  himself 
succeeded  by  Aurelian,  despite  the  continued  presence  of 
a number  of  usurpers.  Both  Claudius  and  Aurelian  had 
been  parties  to  the  assassination  of  Gallienus. 
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Various  details  can  help  to  divide  the  coinage  of  Gal- 
lienus  into  two  periods:  those  of  the  joint  reign  with 

Valerian,  253  to  260  A.D.,  and  those  of  the  sole  reign, 

260  to  268  m.D.  All  the  coins  in  my  collection  appear 
to  be  from  the  sole  reign,  indicating  perhaps  that  coins 
issued  during  the  joint  reign  generally  bore  the  portrait 
of  the  senior  emperor,  Valerian. 

Coins  of  all  denominations  then  current  were  issued  in 
the  name  of  Gallienus,  with  the  exception  of  the  semis 
and  quadrans,  which  were  coins  of  the  lowest  value,  and 
v/ere  probably  driven  out  of  circulation  by  inflation. 
Colonial  and  provincial  coinage  was  issued  throughout  the 
reign,  particularly  at  Alexandria  in  Roman  Egypt.  Gold 
coins  of  Gallienus,  which  are  very  rare,  are  extremely 
irregular  in  size  and  weight,  as  if  no  fixed  standard 
existed.  Denominations  other  than  the  antoninianus  seem 
to  have  been  issued  in  limited  quantities.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  joint  reign,  the  already  low  silver  content 
of  the  antoninianus  was  reduced  so  that  coins  appeared 
to  be  of  bronze  with  a silver  wash.  The  antoninianus 
continued  to  decline  in  size  and  weight  so  that  the  last 
issues  of  Gallienus  are  among  the  most  miserable  examples 
of  this  denomination. 

The  antoninianus,  which  was  the  principal  coin  issued 
under  Gallienus,  has  a portrait  of  the  emperor,  usually 
facing  right,  and  an  inscription,  usually  GALLIENUS  AVG., 
on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  usually  depicts  a personifi- 
cation, a god,  an  animal,  or  even  Gallienus  or  Valerian. 
There  is  a reverse  inscription  and  many  times  a mintmark 
or  workshop  mark  in  exergue. 

Antoninianii,  like  other  ancient  coins,  vary  greatly  in 
color,  from  greenish  silver  to  mottled  gray  to  a kind  of 
licorice  black,  .'.tost,  however,  are  brown  and  generally 
nothing  remains  of  the  silver  wash.  Size  and  thickness 
vary  greatly  from  coin  to  coin  and  edges  are  often  irregu- 
lar. Differences  in  style  can  be  readily  seen  upon  exam- 
ining several  coins  with  the  same  reverse  type,  gue, 
naturally,  to  the  handmade  dies  used  in  the  different 
mints  of  the  farflung  Roman  Empire.  I have  one  coin  in 
my  collection  which,  although  attractive,  has  a very  odd 
looking  legend,  as  if  the  die-cutter  was  unfamilar  with 
the  Latin  alphabet. 

The  first  direct  reference  to  Christianity  may  have  oc- 
curred on  the  coinage  of  Salonina,  the  wife  of  Gallienus. 
On  an  antoninianus  struck  at  Milan,  Sear  2935,  the  reverse 
shows  the  empress  seated  with  the  legend  AVG.  IN  PACE  (the 
empress  in  peace).  Salonina  is  said  to  have  been  a 
Christian,  and  would  therefore  have  been  the  first 
Christian  to  be  depicted  on  coinage,  but  whether  the  leg- 
end AVG.  IN  PACE  is  meant  to  refer  to  Christianity  is 
uncertain. 

I could  not  conclude  an  article  on  Gallienus  without 
mentioning  one  rather  unique  antoninianus  in  my  collection. 
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The  obverse  depicts  the  emperor  with  the  legend  GALLIENUS 
AVG.;  the  reverse  shows  lax  standing  toward  the  left, 
holding  a branch  and  a sceptre,  with  Si  in  the  field  and 
the  legend  PAX  AVG.  The  unusual  thing  about  this  coin 
is  that  the  emperor  is  portrayed  with  his  mouth  open,  as 
if  his  jaw'  had  dropped  in  amazement.  Did  some  provincial 
coin  engraver  want  to  have  some  fun  at  the  expense  of  his 
ruler,  or  is  Gallienus,  looking  right,  as  if  into  the 
future,  astonished  at  the  decline  and  conclusion  of  the 
Empire,  and  the  course  of  future  history?

Fortrait  Side:  INTERNATOS  . MVLIFRVM.  Within  dotted  circle 

St.  John  standing,  holding  lamb  and  flag, 
portrait  dividing  two  "P"’s.

HOARD  FOUNT,  AT  SAT ORAL JAUJHELY.  NCRTH-E ASTERN  HUNGARY 

The  February  5,  1971  issue  of  NEPSZAVA,  Budapest  reported 
the  finding  of  a hoard  of  246  silver  coins.  The  coins  were 
in  a jug  and  were  found  in  a field  at  Satoral jauj'nely  in 
North-Eastern  Hungary.  The  oldest  of  the  coins  was  a 
denarius  of  1586  and  a taler  of  1605.  The  hoard  became 
the  property  of  the  Herman  Otto  Museum  at  the  countrytown
